Passengers on the Rock Island train 
from the north brought partial details 
of the cyclone. 
It started about six 
miles south of Clinton and went in a 
northeasterly direction for twelve or 
fifteen miles, then lost its force by 
spreading. 
It passed about half way 
between Clinton and Morganville. Its 
track varied from 150 yards to a quarter 
of a mile in width. 
It tore through a 
farming community and left nothing 
standing. 
Houses and barns were 
wrecked, trees torn up or broken, fences 
leveled and haystacks blown in every 
direction. 
The cyclone was followed 
by a terrific rainstorm, which lasted 
several hours, flooding the devastated 
district. 
The cyclone took the 
people 
un­ 
awares. 
There had been indications of 
a heavy rain all day, with local showers, 
but nobody expected a storm. 
So far 
as learned the victims were in their 
houses and most of them had retired. 
The storm struck 
Peter 
Anderson’s 
house at 9:30 o’clock. 
This was about 
a mile from the starting point. 
The 
house was demolished in an instant. 
Every member of the Anderson family 
was injured. 
When they extricated 
themselves from the debris they dis­ 
covered that Anderson’s grandchild was 
missing. 
The dead body of the child 
was found in the ravine half a mile 
awa^. 
It evidently hhd been carried 
there by the wind. 
Heart-rending tales of suffering are 
told by persons who have visited the 
scenes of the storm. Many of the in­ 
jured lay all night pinned down by the 
wreckage or paralyzed in 
the mud, 
while others crawled or hobbled across 
the country to a neighbor’s house. In 
several instances people were lifted into 
the air by the cyclone and carried for a 
distance and then suddenly dropped. 
Buildings were lifted 
up and then 
hurled to the ground with force enough 
to demolish them. The wife and daugh­ 
ter of John Morris were reading when 
the shock came. The house was divided. 
The women managed to get out, when 
the wind picked them up, carried them 
200 feet and let them safely down on a 
pile of straw just away from the storm’s 
track. 
The people for miles around gathered 
at the different points where damage 
had* been done and rendered assistance 
in every possible way. The conductor 
on the Rock Island train said that the 
track of the storm looked like a piece 
of ground which had been leveled with 
a roller. Half a dozen telegraph poles 
were torn down where 
the cyclone 
crossed the road. It is expected that 
much damage was done in the vicinity 
of Palmer, Washington county, but the 
details cannot be learned.

H e Then Takes His Own L ife— His Sis­ 
ter D ies from th e Shock. 
Rockville, Ind., April 27.—Peter Eg­ 
bert, a carpenter 22 years old and un 
married, Saturday morning, without 
cause or provacation, shot and instant­ 
ly killed Mrs. Herman Haschke and 
two children, next door neighbors. He 
then reloaded his gun, and, coming up 
town, saw Sheriff W. M. Mull and Dep 
uty Sheriff William Sweem in the Na­ 
tional bank stairway. Egbert put up 
his weapon and shot the sheriff in the 
back of the head, killing him instantly. 
Deputy Sheriff Sweem was at the bot­ 
tom of the stairs and was shot in the 
right side of the neck, being instantly 
killed. 
Egbert then made his escape to the 
fair gronuds, just outside 
of town. 
A posse was immediately organized and 
started in pursuit Fifty or more men, 
armed with shotguns, rifles and pis­ 
tols, surrounded the grounds. Egbert 
shot himself fatally before he could be 
captured. 
Sheriff Mull is widely known 
in 
the Grand Army 
of 
the 
Republic 
circles and was a member of Com­ 
mander Walker’s staff. During the war 
he was colonel of the 149th Indiana, 
and at times was an officer of the old 
14th and 115th. He was brave to a 
fault. He was on his first term 
as 
sheriff and had just received a nomina­ 
tion to a second term by the republi­ 
cans. 
Sweem was a member GI the Rock­ 
ville Light artillery and a poor man, 
but fortunately had insurances of $3,- 
500 in the benevolent 
organizations. 
He leaves a wife and six little ones.

Saturday’s Fire Destroyed One Million 
Dollar’s Worth of Property, But 
People are Not Dismayed—Disaster

Incendiaries

Cripple Creek, Colo., April 27.—The 
work of re-building the burned dis­ 
trict has begun already. At a meeting 
of the city council a resolution was 
passed allowing the erection of tem­ 
porary buildings within the fire limits, 
with the provision that all must be re­ 
moved within sixty days, to give place 
to buildings of stone and brick. As 
soon as the debris had cooled sufficient­ 
ly the work of clearing 
was 
com­ 
menced, and before nightfall Sunday 
fully twenty-five buildings were under 
way and quite a number were occu­ 
pied. The first to open its doors was a 
dance hall and the second a saloon, 
but the other branches 
of business 
were soon represented. With 3,000 
people rendered homeless in a day, of 
course lodging-houses are in greatest 
demand, and many of these are rapidly 
progressing. Fortunately, the weather 
is remarkably fine, so that sleeping in 
the open air does not entail suffering, 
and few have been compelled to do 
this. The best of order prevails. Hun­ 
dreds of special policemen are on duty 
guarding the thousands of dollars’ 
worth of 
property from stores and 
private houses. One of the first steps 
taken by the business men of the place 
was the organization of a relief com­ 
mittee to look after the destitute. At 
•an early hour telegrams began coming 
to the mayor from cities and towns of 
the state offering financial aid. These 
were turned over to the committee, 
who replied with thanks, but declined 
the kindly offers. Cripple Creek will 
take care of her own. It is not be­ 
lieved that this will be difficult, for 
there is work for every man able to 
wield a shovel or a hammer.

It is expected that there will be an 
effort on the part of Senator Gorman 
and other senators to amend the naval 
bill so as to provide for the construction 
of only two battle ships instead of four, 
as the bill provides.

It is there­ 
fore expected that this bill will develop 
considerable debate. 
A large majority of the senators, al­ 
most all of them, in fact, now regard 
early adjournment as quite definitely 
determined upon. If the democrats and 
populists ever had any idea of attempt­ 
ing to prolong the session beyond the 
national conventions, they appear to 
have given it up, and few of them now 
fix the date beyond June I. 
Senator George, who is the especial 
champion of the voluntary bankruptcy 
bill, said yesterday that he had received 
no encouragement in his efforts to get 
up that measure, and that he had no 
hope of doing so. Senator Peffer will 
not for the present press his bond reso­ 
lution in antagonism to the appropria­ 
tion bills. 
The senators are taking the possibil­ 
ity of a veto of the river and harbor 
bill into account in their calculations 
on adjournment.

exist, 
Careful investigation induces 
the belief th at these estates originated 
in the brain of some rascally specula­ 
tor, who, imposing on human cred­ 
ulity, found many victims and fleeced 
tnem most profitably. 
If these estates 
ever had a bona fide existence, then 
they come claarly w ithin the purview 
of the statute of lim itations passed by 
the Dutch parliam ent in 1852 by which 
all unclaimed inheritance irrevocably 
escheated, after a lapse of five years, 
to the state.
